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PLENTY  ANTHRACITE

New York Has No Fears of
a Fuel Famine.

CITY NOT AFFECTED BY THE STRIKE

Should the Trouble Extend to the An-
thracite Reglons. New York
Would Suffer.

New York, July 13.—The Tribune
B8YE: .

The conseneus of opinion among &

number of prominent coaldealersin this
eity and its vicinity is to the eifect that
there is no danger of a conl famine. The
yards and docks are well anpplied with
coal and the present stock is sufficient to
last for a long time. The strike is at
present confined to the bitnminouns coal
regions, and the use of soft coal is com-
paratively limited in this city. Bhould
the strike spread among the anthracite
coalminers there would undoubtedly be
good canee for alarm.

One thing in favor of the ordinary con-
sumer ie Loat little coal is required at
this season of the vear, Of course, the
railroad companies, factories and other
large consumers, are in a far different
position. They use large quantities of
coal at all seasons of the year. In this
city, however, they are preventea from
veing bitominous coal by law, and con-
sequently the strike as vet has pot put
them to any inconvenience, as it has in
Chicago and other Western cities. Com-
paratively little bitominouns coal is used
in Brooklyn. A few large factories there
use it, as do the trolley roads at there
power-houses, A movement has been
started to compel the latler to give uop
ita use.

The great railroad lines that reach thie
city are well stocked with coal at present,
the majority of them now burn anthra-
cite cosal in their passenger locomotives.
The bitominious coal, however, is
used almost exclosively on [reight loco-
motives,

Soperintendent Brooks, of the Penn-
sylvania road, said the road had a stock
of coal on hand sufficient to last it a
month. The locomotives of passenger
trains, he said, burned anthracite coal
almost exclusively, as did some of the
locomotives of the fast freight trains.
Shounld it become necessary. all the loco-
motives, including those which draw
freight trains, could burn anthracite coal.

The Pennsylvania i2 a large carrier of
¢oal incloding the bituminons coals, and
‘should the strike continue, it would feel
the loss of these freighte. Other rail-
roads carrying large quantities of coal
are the Philadelphia & Reading, which
runs to Jersey City over the New Jersey
Central tracks; the Lehigh Valley and
Delaware Lackawanna & Western. The
Philadelphia & Reading Coal Company
and the Lehigh Valley both operate coal
mines of their own. These companies
report good supplies of coal on hand at
present.

The Manhattan Elevated Railroad
Company burns only anthracite coal in
its engines, consequently it is not affect-
ed by the strike. Even owners of river
cralt are not as yet worried, as anthra-
cite coal is almost exclusively consumed
on the boats of all classes.

The time is drawing nigh for the deal-
ers to lay in their winter stocks ot fuel,
and shounld the strike continue it will
caoee some delay, at least, so far as bi-
tuminons coal ig concerned.

A director of one of the Ohio soft-coal
roads said:

“*We have evidence from the West
that the soft-coal strike is really going

to be the salvation of the transportation
companies of that district, because it

will barmonize them and ultimately get
the price of eolt coal where there will be
money in haoling it, as well a8 in min-
ing it. The railroads are haoling at lese
than a mill a ton a mile, which does not
pay for simply the wear and tear of the
stock. Every one 1a glad that the strike

is 8o general and has excited such wide~

spread attention from the public. * This
fact will pave the way to an easier and
larger advance in the price of coal than
could otherwiee be obtained.”

Iown Minars May Strike.

Dzs Moixes, Ia., July 13.—So far no
Iowa miners have joined the big strke
bat they are likely to do so at any time.
There are 10,000 miners in the state, and
until coaldealers commence importing
into Illinoie to fill orders where Illinms
miners are striking, little attention will
be paid to the strike, as the Iowa miners
are not well organized. Their sym-
pathiea are with the Eastern miners,
however, and at several meetings held
in the priocipal coal centers, the opin-
ion was expressed that it ie time to take

action to help the Eastern miners by
cutting off the coal ghipped East.
OREGON FOR HAWAIL

Administration Thinks a Battle-Ship Is
Needed There.
New Yomrk, July 18.—A special from
Washington says:
Recognizing the eravity of Japan's at-
titude toward Hawaiian annexation, the
administration has decided to send the

'hig battie-ship Oregon to Honolula to

relieve the croiser Philadelphia and the
old corvette Marion, now stationed there.
The orders were issued by the navy de-
partment Monday.

The Marion returns home at once and
her instractions will go to Honolnln by
the steamer leaving San Francisco July
17. Thbe Philadelphiaiain a very un-
serviceable condition in conesequence of
her long anchorage in semi-tropical
waters. The Philadelphia will remain
at Honolulu, however, nntil the Oregon
resches there, and perhaps longer.

It had been intended by the navy de-
partment for some time to send the
eruiser Baltimore to Honeclulo, but it
will take longer to make her repairs than
was expected at firat. This unexpected
postponement of her assignment to the
islande has eerved & good purpose in
allowing the navy department to send
the Oregon, one of the most formidable
ships in the service, without giving Ja-
pan an opportunity of econstruing this
action as & display of unfriendlinesa on
the part of the United States.

In detaching both the Philadelphia
and the Marion, the navy department
will not weaken its naval force at Hon-
olalu. The Oregon is more formidable
than both, and eapable of combatting
any vessel in the Japanese navy. 8She
is so far ruperior to the Japanese cruiser
Naniwa, now at Honololn, that compari-
son is out of the question.

How Japan will view the assignment
of the Oregon to Hawaiian waters re-
mains to be geen, bat it is certain that
if other vessels are sent to support the
Naniwa the United States will respond
in & vigorous manner that will leaye no
doubt as to the determined policy of the
administration that toreign countries
must keep their bands off Hawaii.

For United States consnls nemes were
sent in for 24 different cities, inecluding
John F. Caples, of Oregon, to be eonsal
at Valparaiso, Chile.

Mrs. Bradbury Is Off for Chilcago.

Bradbury, wife of the Los Angeles mill-
ionaire, who eloped with W. R. Ward
and was subsequently arrested in this
city, is speediog away on an east-bound
train toward Chicago, free from the toils
of the law, and innocent, g0 the court
declares, of the crime charged against
her.

Ward, the man who induced her to
ieave her home, stave bebind, held on-
der a cash bond of $2000 to anawer to the
charge brought by the Bociety for the
Prevention of Viee.

Mrs.Baoning, Mre.Bradbury's mother,
aided by infloential friends, has accom-
plished the purpose for which she came
to thiscity, and accompanies her davgh-
ter on her journey.

From the other end of the continent
Colonel Bradbury is said to be approach-
ing his wife to extend in person forgive-
ness. IL is onderstood that there is to
be a reunion in Chicago and a brief tour
throogh the South,

The Annexation Treaty.

WILL FORCE THE ISSUE

Gomez Declares War Must
Be Settled Quickly.

ARE READY TO BEGIN CAMPAIGN

Some Hard Elowsa to Be Delivared Near
HAavana--An American Mur-
dered by Spaniards.

Wasniserox, July 14.—Maximo Go-
mez has chaoged radieslly his plan of
campaign. A letter from bim was re-
ceived in Washington today. Herato-
fore the commander of the army of hb-
eration has waged a waiting war. But
for reasons which eeem good to bim, the
leader of the insurgents has how adopted
an eotirely different poliey.

*It must be settled quickly," General
Gomez saye, speaking of the war. He
tells that it is his purpose to force a
crivie as speedily ss possible. To this
end he has left the scene of his long de-
lay near La Reforma, on the eastern
edge of Santa Clare and Matanzas pro-
vinces, and ig now within Havana pro-
vince. He intimates that he regards
some quick, hard blows in the vicinity
of Havana as vital to the cause, and that
he will direet them in person.

The letter was received by an officer of
the insurgent army who came to Wash-
ington recently. . Its contents cannot be
made public further than has been indi-
cated. They are not interpreted as alto-
gether encouraging by the receiver, but
rather as showing the near approach of
a desperate sitoation, a crisis in Caban
affairs. The officer in receipt of the let-
ter from Gomez will leave at once for the
island, He believes the fute of the in-
surrection is about to be determined.

The feeling that the immediate fatore
ie to produce results in Cuba is shared
by the administration. Within the last
few days three American conenls on the
island, located at Matarnzas, Sagoa and
Santiago de Caba, have asked for leaves
of absence. Uuder ordinary circom-
stances the requests would be granted.
Mr. Barker, the consul at S8aguoa, has pot
been away from his post in three years.
and has been urged by his physicians to
take a vacation for reasons of health.
But the state department has notified
all these consnls that it is not compati-
ble with public interests to grant leavee
at the present vime.

Consul-General Lee is fully expected
to come to this country in July., It ie
stated that he will not leave Havana
now becanse of the possible develop-
ments.

Murdered By Spanlards.

Key Wesr, July 14.—Another Amer-
ican has been killed in Cuba. Charles
Gordon, Captain Menocal and two gol-
diers left Soledad camp to join General
Gomez., While passing the Damujy
river, a guerilla force attacked them.
After some fighting Charles Gordon and
two others were captured. Captain
Menocsl said he was an American, and
wanted to have a fair trial. The chief
of the forces, Branho Coteron, replied :

“Kill that American; if he goes to

Havana Lee will save him."

Gordon was macheted in the most
croel wananer. Charlea Govin, the
American correspondent, and Charles
Gordon left the |Upited States on the
same expedition, and have both been
sssassinated in & very mmilar manner
because they were Americans.

CREEDE'S DEATH ACCIDENTAL.)

The Coroner's Jury at Los Angeles So
Decldes.

Los Axceres, Joly l4.—Accidental
self-poisoning by an overdose of mor-
phine taken to relieve pain was the ver-
dict of the coroner’s jury as to the cause
of death of Nicholas J. Creede, the min-
ing king, who was foond dead in the gar-
den of hie resldence on Pearl street.

Doring the inquoest very little refer-
ence was made to his wile, from whom
he separated six months ago, and whose
return wae conjectured to be one of the
canses of the depression which is said to
bave been observed in COreede of late.
All questions asked at the inquest were
evidently intended to bring ont the con-
tention made by friends of the deceased
that it was entirely by accident that he
took morphine.

The testimony showed that Creede had
oceasionally need morphine toallay pain,
and that it was entirely possible that he
bad accidentally taken too much., After
a short deliberation the jury retorned a
verdict as above.

Creede’'s lawyers are unable to eay
whether or not he left a will, and out of
respect for him bis papers have not vet
been examined.

Mras. Hradbury .ﬂll Not Been Forgiven.

New Yogrg, July 14,—The World says:
John Bradbury, of Los Angeles, a mill-
jonaire, whose wile recently deserted
bim for H. Ruesell Ward, was inter-
yiew'ed by a World reporter after mid-
night this morning at the Hotel Marie
Antoinstte.

*I am sorry you have fonnd me bhere,”
he said, “*as I wished to aveid farther
publicity in connection with this sad af
fair. However, what can I say to you?"

“Are the reports true,"”” he was asked,
“‘that you bave decided lo forgive your
wife, and that you are going to meet her
in a few daye aud affect a reconcillia-
tion?"

I bave no intention whatever of do-
ing #0,”* hereplied gravely but emphatic-
ally,

““What are your plans’’ he wuas asked.

“] intend to remain here for a few
days,” he eaid, *“then I shall go to
Eunrope for a rest.””

*Will youn take any proceeding against
Mr. Ward, phyesical or Jegal "’

“No," he angwerd. “I don't think it
worth while to do s0.”’

**Will you institute divorce proceed-
ings againet your wife?"’

‘I bave no intention of getting =& di-
vorce from ber,” he answered, "The
fact is, I am tired of this whole affair,
and simply want to get away from it."”

‘*Have yon heard that Mrs. Ward has
cabled money to her husband in San
Francisco, and is going to return to
him?"*

“No,” answered Colonel Bradbury,
“and I don’t care anything about them.
I have eaid all I care to now.

Stories of Faﬁnlous Riches
Come From the North.

A VERITABLE SECOND ELDORADO

Bpot In the Yukon District Where Mil-
lions May Be Hlad for the Taking
--Great Excitemaent,

Sax Fraxcisco, Joly 15.—A story ri
valling in intensity of interest that told

of the fabulous wealth of Monte Cristo|.

was related by paseengers on the little
steamer Excelsior, wbich haa just ar-
rived from St. Micbael’s, Alaska. Mil-
lione upon millions of virgin gold, ac-
cording to the story, await the fortunate
miner who has the hardihood and cour-
age to penetrate into the unknown
depthe of the Yukon district. There was
tangible evidenge on the little steamer
of the truth of the story told by the
travelers, for in the cabin were scores of
encks filled to the very moanth with
“‘dust’’ taken from the placers of the far
frozen North. The amonnt brought in
ie variously estimated at from $500,000
to $750,000,

There came in on the Excelsior some
40 people—among them some women—
from what is now knownas the Clondyke
district, though only 15 of these had
been actusally engaged in mining. There
ware among them men who had been for
more than 10 years facing the dangers
and hardships of the frozen North 1n the
hope of making a rich find, but signally
fuiled. But now thev come back with
fortnnes stowed in their gripsacke, and
untold millions to be picked op in the
counntry of which so little is known.

The new Eldorado liee just across the
Alsgkan boundary in British territory.
Itis of a recent discovery, but already
there are at least 3000 people on the
ground and more are flocking in that di-
rection as fast as transportation can be
gecured.

Tne discovery of the Clondyke regions
presents 4 story that is uniguoely inter-
esting. Arounnd Forty-Mile, on the Yu-
kon, is a tribe of Indians known as the
Stickers, and with them is &« man who
years ago was known as George Cormack,
Jbuat who is now called ‘‘Stick George.!
In Beptember last, at the head of a party
of Indiane, he left his huot near Forty-
Mile camp and started in a southerly di-
rection, saying that he intended to find
a new gold field before his return. He
came back two weeks later and startled
the miners with the annonncement that
40 wiles away there was gold to be found
in plenty. The streams abounded with
the vellow metal, and all that was need-
ed was {or somebody to pick it up.

Many persons flocked to the place,and
in time the word reached Forty-Mile
camp that untold riches conld be found
along the bottom of Bonanza creek and
its tributaries. Men who bad failed at
the former camp immediately packed np
their belongings and eet out for the new
fields. It wasahardand trying jouroey,
but that was nothing with the promise
of willions at the end of the ronte.

OF INCALCULABLE HICHNESS.

Clondyke Reglon the Gremtest Placer
Discovery Ever Made.

Bax Fraxcisco, July 15.—The follow-
ing is an extract from a letter received
by the Excelsior, just arrived here from
Alasks, It was sent from the Clondyke
region by a prominent and wealthy
voung business man of San Franciseo to
his brother in this city:

“The excitement on the river is inde-
scribable, and the output of the new
Olondyke district almost beyond belief,
Men who had nothing last fall are now
worth a fortane. Ogoe man has worked
40 square feet of his claim and is going
out with $40,000in dost. One-quarter of
the claims are now selling at from $15,-
000 to £50,000. The estimate of the dis-
trict given is 13 miles, with an average
value of §200,000 to the claim, in which
some are valoed as high as $1,000,000
each. At Daweon sacks of dust are
thrown under the counters in the stores
for safe keeping.

“Some of the stories are so fabulous
that I am afrad to repeat them for fear
of being snspected of the infection.

“Labor ie $16 a day and board, with
100 days’ work guaranteed, 8o yon can
imagine how difficult it i to bold em-
ployes. If reports are true it is the big-
geet placer discovery ever made in the
world, for thouogh other diggings have
been found qnite as rieh in spots, no
such extent of discovery has been known
which prospected and worked so high
right throngh."

I am
loth, however, to talk of all this wealth,
for the reason that it wight induce peo-
ple who are not fitted financially or oth-
erwise lo go to that district. I is not
by any means an easy undertakiog, It
i filled with difficolties and triala such
a8 one can hardly dream of, but if a per-
gon is inclined to make the risk 1 do not
believe that he ¢an lose by it.

“The new mining camp was discov-
ered in September last, and there are
now about 3000 people on the ground.

Mile camp, and has been called Dawson
City. I was among the first to arrive,
and to that fact T attribute 1n & measure
the suceess I had, though I do not by
any means say that there are not other
claims just as good ae mine, and still
others which have not been located.

“*How much did I take out? oh, that
is spomething which I do not care to say.
People have told all kinds of stories
abont my wealth, potting it from $100,-
000 to $300,000, but that 18 8 mistake. I
brought down with me, well, say $85,-
(000, though se T have not had the dast
weighed yet I cannot be certain as to
that.”
